German Squadron Siglitod in Baltic 
Soa Near Russian Coast 


WITTE PLAYING LAST CARDS

Enst Prussia, Dec. 5.—It is reported 
that a German squadron has been 
flighted in the Baltic sea. near the Rus­ 
sian coast. 
Rumor attributes the ap­ 
pearance of the squadron as prepara­ 
tory to tho flight of the Russian Im­ 
perial family. 
Agrarian and anti-Jewish outbreaks 
are reiKjrted to have occurred in the 
governments 
of 
Chernigoff, 
Terek, 
Kurks and Kasen. 
The city remains quiet, but extreme 
tension prevails. 
Armed patrols of 
cavalry and infantry are in the streets, 
especially in the neighborhood of the 
tele^'raph office. 
The telegraph and 
pofitai tie-up remains complete. 
Sol­ 
diers and employes of other depart­ 
ments are being used to deliver por­ 
tions of the vast accumulation of mail. 
Count Witte is now convinced that 
the emperor, by acceding to the de­ 
mand for universal suffrage, may still 
find a common ground on which the 
government and the moderates and 
the extreme elements can stand. 
If 
this fails to stay the headlong march 
of events, the proclamation of a ready­ 
made constitution might be tried as 
the last card. Then nothing would re­ 
main except the proclamation of a 
dictatorship. Competent judges of the 
Situation believe that a dictatorship, 
while It niisht restrain the rising flood 
temporarily, would only increase the 
dimensions 
of the cataclysm, 
and 
when the dam goes sweep the gove- 
ernmont and dynasty av/ay to common 
ruin. 
News which has a curious parallel 
In the French revolution comes from 
a little .villap^e on the borders of the 
Baltic, whi*ire the people have organ­ 
ized the ‘‘Republic of Novargansk.** 
They have issued a manifesto abolish­ 
ing the rule, not only of the emperor, 
but of the Deity, which has been read 
in the churches and the popular as­ 
sembly halls. 


Peasants Rob and Kill. 
Koenigsberg, East Prussia, Dec. 5.— 
The Ostpreussische Zeitung prints re­ 
ports received from Libau, saying that 
several of the nobility officials and 
other residents of Livonia and Cour- 
land have been attacked by peasants, 
killed and terribly mutilated.

Bands of several hundred peasants 
are roving about, robbing and killing. 
A general insurrection of the peasants 
and laborers is expected.

No clew to the thrower of the mis­ 
sile was obtained, although the Inci­ 
dent was reported to the ofiaclals of 
the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and the 
statement was made that it would be 
investlgaied thoroughly.

dent himsolf knev/ nothing of the mat­ 
ter until nearly an hour after it oc­ 
curred.

year, tho commissioner estimates that 
the receipts from all internal revenue 
sources lor tho fiscal

June SO, 1906, will aggregate $242.000,- 
000, or nearly $8,000,000 in excess of 
those for the last fiscal year. During 
tho last fiscal year there was collected 
from the tax on distilled spirits $129,-

Her death, 
according to Dr. J. P. Turner, the cor­ 
oner, who was called to her bedside, 
resulted from a dose of strychnine, 
followed by a potion of morphine, 
which Coroner Turner alleges was ad­ 
ministered to the woman by her hus­ 
band. 
Dr. Turner alleges that after suf­ 
fering for iiours tho dj'lng woman di­ 
rected her 30-year-old son to seelv an­ 
other physician, her husband, accord­ 
ing to the coroner’s story, having re­ 
fused to summon another. Dr. Turner 
v/as the first to reach tho stricken 
woman’s bedside, diagnosed the case 
as one ol poisoning and at once ad­ 
ministered antidotes, which failed to 
have the desired effect. As the end 
approached, Dr. Turner allege?», the 
husband entered the wifn'e bedroom 
and asked Dr. Turner .f; he might 
kneel at the bedside and^ pray with 
his wife, requesting Dr. Turner to 
meantime leave the room.^ whi^'h Dr. 
Turner refused to do.

knelt at his wife's bedside and, cla.^p- 
jng one of her hands in his, prayed in 
a voi( e plainly audible throughout the 
room. Continuing, Dr. Turner says ho 
discovered his patient was writhing in 
pain, and 
approaching the 
bed, ho 
threw back the coverlets, and charge.^’ 
that he discovered.that a hypodermic 
syringe had been plunp-ed intf^ the 
•svoman's leg. He says ho seized the 
syringe and ordered Mathews from 
the room, Mrs, Maihev/s died a fev/ 
moments later.

Forty-iive deaths iu^d hundreds of 
serious injuries is tho record of foot- 
bail for the last five years. 
Hardly 
a siuiiln aamo has boon played during 
Avhicli it 1ms not boon nocessary to 
carry one or more of the players from 
liie field. In almost every iu.^itanco the 
(loath or injury Avas duo directly to the 
lioiivy mass plays against Avhich Presi- 
dent Koosevrlt 
and 
the country at 
larii-e are protesting so vigorousiy. 


To chronicle all the injuries woakl 
roquire tiio use of thousands of names, 
and even then none Avould be incIudPd 
Avhere the hurt Avas of a less serious ' 
character than the breaking of a coUar 
bone. The mere spraining of an ankle 
is not considered of sufticiont import- 
ance to interest anybody except the 
individual 
player, 
and perhaps hi» 
parents. 


But in tho big colioge games alone 
the list of injurios is iar^e enough to 
prove interostiug. showing, as it does, 
ten Jogs and 
fourteen 
collar boues 
i)i'oken in four years of play for a brief 
six AveokK oach. to say notliing of four 
skulls fractured, five spines injured, 
four shoulders dislocated and a couple 
of broken noses. One player got his 
neck, broken Avithout its causing his 
death. 


Of tho forty-five avIio gaA-e their lives 
to football, nearly every death may be 
traced to the "unnecessary roughness*' 
against Avhich Jdr, lioosevolt lias pro- 
tested. 
Picked up unconscious from 
beneath a mass of players, it was gen- 
orally found that the victim had been 
kicked in the Jioad or stomach, so sls 
to cause internal injuries or concus- 
sion of tho brain, n^hich sooner or later 
ended life. 


Sixteen died as a result of internal 
Injuries, four from broken nooks, six 
from concussion of the brain, eight 
from broken backs, three from paraly- 
sis, two from heart failure, one from 
lockjaAv. one from blood poisoning, due 
to a cut received in a game; one from 
hemorrhages and tAvo from moningiti.^» 
induced by spinal injuries suffered in 
play.

Fovty-iive deaths ni)d hundreds of 
serious injuries Is the record of foot­ 
ball for the last five years. 
Hardly 
a slngln anme has been played during 
which it has not been necessary to 
cany one or more of thr^ players from 
the field. In almost every instauce the 
death or injin\v was duo directly to the 
heavy mass plays against which Presi­ 
dent Uoosevcit 
and 
the country at 
larc’e are protesting so vigorously. 
To chronicle all the injuries would 
require Uie use of thousands of names, 
and even then none would be included 
where the hurt was of a less serious 
character than the breaking of a coMar 
bone. The mere spraining of an ankle 
is not considered of sufficient import­ 
ance lo interest anybody except the 
individual 
player, 
and perhaps hi» 
parents. 
But in the big college games alone 
the list of injuries is lar£»e enough to 
prove interesting, showing, as it does, 
ten legs and 
fourteen 
collar bones 
broken in four years of play for a brief 
six w'eeks each, to say notliing of four 
skulls fractured, five spines injured, 
four shoulders dislocated and a couple 
of broken noses. One player got his 
neck^ ]}roken Avithout its causing his 
death. 
Of the forty-five who gave their lives 
to football, nearly every death may be 
traced to the “unnecessary roughness” 
against which Air. lioosevelt has pro­ 
tested. 
Picked up unconscious from 
beneath a mass of players, it was gen­ 
erally found that the victim had been 
kicked in the head or stomach, so as 
to cause int(?rnal injuries or concus­ 
sion of the brain, \^hich sooner or later 
ended life. 
Sixteen died as a result of internal 
injuries, four from broken necks, six 
from concussion of tho brain, eight 
from broken backs, three from paraly­ 
sis, two from heart failure, one from 
lockjaw, one from blood poisoning, due 
to a cut received in a game; one from 
hemorrhages and two from meningiti.^ 
induced by spinal injuries sufl!ered in 
play.

CARE OF THE HORSE 


A Tvtttle TliD ii||htfo1iiM t A lw ays Pay« la 
tho Eiifl. 
During the hot weather the delivery 
horse should not hi hurried all day 
long, else it may beconio overheated or 
Sick, says the Confectioner and Baker. 
The wagon should be started as early 
as possible, so as to avoid many de­ 
liveries in the middle*of the day or 
w’hen the sun is high. 
There are 
many little things that go to make 
horse comfortable, and as these cost 
little and tend to keep him In good 
spirits, they are well worthy of .con­ 
sideration, 
Tho harness should not be allowed 
to rub bare places or sores. 
A little 
attention and action will prevent such 
occurrences. In tho first place, a har-^ 
ness that fits is cheapest in the long 
run. 
Have your harnossmaker fit the 
harness. A horse neatly harnessed is 
attractive, while one with a harness all 
dirty, worn and knotted looks like a 
tramp. 
A fly net serves to shoo the flies or 
prevents them 
biting, 
irritating or 
botherhig a horse. A straw bonnet on 
a horse's head is an excellent crown, 
not so much on account of the shade it 
may give, but particularly because the 
top of the hat is high and may serve 
as a hol.der of a wet sponge, which 
helps keep the head cool on a hot day. 
Cabbage loaves or green grass may be 
used instead. 
It is a good plan to have the horse 
clipped two or three times during the 
summer, as it makes him look better, 
keeps him cooler or allows perspira­ 
tion to dry quickly, and makes* him 
feel like doing a good day’s work. 'The 
usual price for clipping is from one 
dollar to two dollars, or a clipping ma­ 
chine can be bought outright for ten 
dollars or fifteen dollars. 
Don’t buy cheap horse shoes. Good 
ones cost little more, last longer and 
are put on better. A horse improperly 
shod goes stumbling along, its feet 
become sore or lame or he may fall and 
receive Injury. 
When a horse has been driven hard, 
f!ve him a chance to rest a little, as 
by allowing him to stand a few min­ 
utes in the shade. 
Always pick out 
the shady places for him during the 
hot weather. 
After ho has stood a 
while, drive him slowly to the nearest 
water trough. He should have a drink 
every hour or two on a hot day. 
A horse may be tiod in numerous 
ways, some of which are not in accord­ 
ance with city ordinances. Oftentimes 
a driver is seen twisting tho roins 
around a spoke of tho wheel or allowing 
a horse to work with the hitch strap 
hung away down. The proper way is 
to have a good hitch strap on the har­ 
ness or in the wagon. 
Weight hitch­ 
ing straps are serviceable when caro 
is taken not to jerk the jaw off tho 
horse when throwing it out of the 
wagon. 
Feed the horse woll, but avoid heavy 
food. 
If possible, allow him to grazo 
3n the etening. 
The barn should be 
w^ell ventilated; in fact, if it has a low 
protecting roof to keep out the rain, 
siding is not needed. 
However, don’t 
bed a horse when lathered with sweat, 
as then is when he is likely to catch 
cold, especially should he have a long 
coat. Hub him down or wash him off. 
One of the chief things about caring 
for a horse is to use “ho:’- 
sense. 
The horse himself knows how he ought 
to be cared for, but being dumb can’t 
express it. 
Bakers should instruct their delivery 
boys how 
they 
want 
their horses 
handled, giving them to understand 
that abuse Avill not be tolerated, while 
good treatment is essential.—New Eng­ 
land Grocer.

n n i P icklei. 
These are the easiest of all pickles to 
do up, and are much liked by those of 
Dutch or German extraction. Use for 
these pickles cucumbers from six to 
eight inches in length. Wash and wipe 
carefully. Add two pounds coarse salt 
to, three gallons of water, boil and 
skim, replacing the water that evap­ 
orates so as to keep tho same quantity. 
Lay the cucumbers in a big stone jar 
or keg without a head, placing one 
small African red pepper, a big bunch 
of dill seed on the stalk and a layer 
of grape leaves between each layer. 
Proceed in this way until all the cu­ 
cumbers are used, then spread over the 
top more dill and a layer of cabbage 
leaves. Cover with a plate and heavy 
stone, aad leave for two or three 
weeks, 
while a quiet 
fermentation 
takes place. 
At the end of that time 
the pickles are done and should be 
transparent, with a fine amber color 
and a grateful subacid flavor.

A STUDY IN HEREDITY. 


lii.sluticet of Ciiinhiul NHturcn Appc*arhi;t 
In NoteU FjiinUl«»». 
In the history of Biiihu* nnd Charles 
Johnson and the various branches of 
tlie family in Bradford County, Penn­ 
sylvania, Zola might have found ma- 
terinl for a study in heredity such as 
he expanded into the Kougon-Macquart 
series. 
Although the family to-day is 
among the poorest and most notorious 
in that section, its line of descent rnns 
straight back to Sir William .Tohnson, 
the pre-Revolntionary soldier whose in­ 
fluence with the Six Nations kept them 
from joining the French in the French 
and Indian War. 
On the other side 
was Indian blood, probably that of 
“^lolly’* Brant, sister of tho great Mo­ 
hawk chief, Joseph Brant, by whom 
Sir William Johnson had eight chil­ 
dren. 
These people and their kindred are 
not without a certain pride in their 
ancestry. 
They like to be known as 
among the very earliest settlers of the 
Upper Susquehanna. 
But their patri­ 
mony lias long since gone out of their 
hands. Now they are called “hill peo­ 
ple.’’ Of those who remain some live 
In abandoned shanties in the woods, 
w’here firewood is free at hand, sup­ 
porting themselves with a gun, or by 
fishing or by an occasional job on a 
near-by farm in emergency. The poor- 
house has heIi)od to tide over a bad 
winter for some of tlicm. 
Shiftless, 
without education or means of sup­ 
port, most of them are held in bad re­ 
pute by their neighbors. Yo\ the slock 
of childroji is freely replenished. 
Bigler Johnson was hanged the oilier 
day. and his brother Charles is under 
a sentence of death for the murder of 
Bigler Johnson’s wife and little niece 
while tlie men Avere drunk on stoirn 
alcohol. 
Th(* husband was tired of 
j)aying ?C a month for his wife’s sup­ 
port by order of the court. To conceal 
the crime his mother was accused of 
having burned the house containing Iho 
bodies, but she was acquitted, .Bigler, 
who passed as a fnir Johnson t.\pe, 
In his confession said he had never 
¡J01W to church, Sunday-school or to 
public school. He had never heard of 
the Bible and did not know what re­ 
ligion or morality meant. 
This record of crime and pauperism 
recalls in a small way the fanu a- case 
of the Jukes, as they are called, de­ 
scendants of two sons of an early 
Dutch backwoodsman, and the two 
Jukes sisters. 
Out of 1200 descend­ 
ants 70ÍI were traced, of whom 280 
had received public support, 140 were 
criminals and olfenders, serving in all 
140 years In prison, and a large propor­ 
tion were morally bad and nervously 
diseaseil. 
Tlie Jukes, however, had 
scattered widely and many w^ere city 
dwellers.—World.
